Dear Mr. Earman: 

Please forgive bad manners in bursting in upon you once again. 

I am in your debt for your letter of 10th December and your sug~ 
gestion that USIA might entertain a proposal to use paper aircraft 
abroad. I have written them along with one or two others. 

However, ttiings grind slow and fine in Washington and now that 
I have ny foot rather rudely in your door I pray your indulgence. 

I have in mind a purely civilian little commando action in the 
Middle East primarily based upon an intensive distribution of a 
succession of paper aircraft pamphlets. In taking my work to 
the wars Washington could make a life's work of it and I think 
speed and timing are very important, here are the objectives: 

1. Reverse the current of opinion in the Jordan camps, 
giving Hussein a buildup, word of mouth during the 
dii^tribution let the children know that' Nasser hates 
them childish but effective. 

,2. Strengthen our position in Islam. Again by word of 
mouth let them know that Americans are working with 
Saud, Faisal and Hussein, that they all like children etc. 

3. Knit together the liashemi and the Saudi families by 
getting them to participate together in an all out 
propaganda offensive, via my methods, this offensive to 
be primarily directed against the Kremlin, Nasser if 
possible, with overtones of Wahabi theology . 

4. Take the heat off Israel by quietly drawing them into 
this action. 

I don't like to wander in to the State Department with this sort 

of thing. I'm sure it would start them for the nearest exit. This 

is why I bother you. About half the groundwork has been done on 

this job and carrying it out, having learned this trade pretty 

■^gXl, is more or less a routine matter. Hut if you or Mr. Dulles 

can quietly get me unofficial approval I'll go ahead and get 

this work done. It needs to be done badly. What we have to do 

is to put on a terrific show with Islam as the theatre. STATOTHR

Dear Mr. Dulles: 

The enclosed clipping bears a tale which i feel in duty should 
be brought to your attention, behind it lies the work of nearly 
four years have been turning in detailed 

reports to^^^^^^^^^^^^^|perhaps gratuitously, on the hopes 
that if researches turned up anything 

useful fo^ou^government our work would become knora to the 
right persons in the government, evaluated and perhaps used 
for the benefit of this country. 


To make a detailed report to you would be a gross impertinence 
and I hesitate even to write this letter, nowever I think that 
ray lady's and work is done, that we possess the knowledge 
and techniques necessaiy to control to a certain extent the 
climate of opinion throughout large areas of the world with 
respect to this country. This technique has gradually evolved 
through experiments with several major corporations in this 
country in the routine transactions of trade and commerce. 

More recently, howevei", I have tried the idea out for size on 
a couple of friendly goverraents, both like ourselves, rather 
unpopular throughout the world. One of them promptly classified 
n\y suggestions, the other may come in, and, if you study the 
clipping, it has been no great trouble to persuade influential 
persons within the United Nations movement that the major 
premise of our work here is the correct one: If you want to 

mold public opinion in sensitive areas throughout the world 
go to the children, delight them, instruct them, motivate them 
and put them to work. 

This is not in any way to suggest that your o\m agency involve 
itself directly in my -work but rather that perhaps you can 
bring it to the attention of your brother and the President. 

It seems to me a shame to turn my knowledge over to friendly 
governments or to the United Nations when we ourselves so 
desperately need a better press outside of this country. After 
planning a propaganda, technique for this country all these 
years, knowing that it is ready to use, I don't like sharing 
it out even to our best friends abroad. We Americans can, by 
working with techniques I have evolved with such clients as 
Standard Oil of California and United Air Lines stop leaving 
things undone that we ought to have done. 
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If you will permit me, I would like to make this suggestion: 

Charles Porter and Wayne Morse, both good friends of mine, have 
invited me to summarize what I know and send it along to them. 

I think that Senator Morse in particular is intrigued with my 
suggestion that we go out whole hog and saturate the world, lit- 
erally, with the peculiar type of pamphlets which to date I have 
restricted to the sale of commodities, and that we do so in order 
to persuade public opinion into our favor. 

Children, sir, are the key to the future, our's or the Kremlin's. 

I am preparing a summaiy for Congressman Porter and Senator Morse. 
Politics aside I feel that this summa.rj'- should be made available 
to you, to your brother and to the President and that some kind 
of evaluation be made before I go too far with the UN and/or 
my friends, such as they are, abroad. 

It is becoming embarrassing to me to explain now an then why 
the UN is using ny work and not this countiy. I can't tell them. 

Anything you can do I shall most deeply appreciate.
